AN  ACT, 

To  revive  and  coiüinue  the  Act,  cntitlcd  '•'Au  Act  to  incorporate 
tke  Germau  Societij,  in  the  City  of  NeivYork,"  passed  Ajpril 
Utk,   1804. 


Fassed  April  I4ih,   1825. 

Whereas  the  Act  to  incorporate  the  6rerninn  Society  of  the  city 
of  New- York  for  charitable  purposes,  passed  April  6th,  1804,  expires 
by  its  own  limitaiion,  on  the  tirst  Monday  iu  April,  one  thousand 
fcight  hinKliod  aiul  twenty-five,  and  the  members  of  the  German 
Society  of  the  city  of  New-York,  having  petitioned  the  Legislature 
to  incorporate  the  said  Society  permanently,  for  the  laudable  pur- 
pose  of  continuing  to  assist  Germau  emigrants,  and  to  afford  relief 
to  distressed  Gcrmuns  and  their  descendants : 

Therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  ihe  State  of  New-York, 
rnpresented  in  Senate  and  Assemhly,  That  George  Arcularius,  Martin 
Hoft"m;inn,  F.  G.  Scliyefter,  Theodore  Meyer,  J.  W.  Schmidt,  Jacob 
Lorillard,  J.  P.  (Jroshon,  Anthony  Steenback,  F.  W.  Geissenhainer, 
George  Meyer,  and  Philipp  Jlonc,  and  such  other  ])ersons  as  on  the 
third  day  of  April,  one  thousand  cight  hundred  and  twenty-five,  may 
be,  or  from  tiine  lo  time  become  members,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are 
con^tituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  for  ever  liereafter,  by  the 
name  of  ''The  (German  Society  of  the  city  of  iS^cw-York,"  and  that, 
by  that  name,  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  per- 
sons  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,

actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever ;  and  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  cliange  or  alter  the  same,  from  time 
to  time ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  taking,  holding  and  en- 
joying  to  them  and  tlieir  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee  simple  or 
otherwise,  and  any  goods,  chatteis  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part 
thereof,  at  their  will  and  pleasure  :  Provided  always,  That  the  funds 
of  the  Said  Corporation  shall  never  be  diverted  to  any  other  than  the 
charitable  purposes  stated  in  the  preamble  of  this  Act;  and  provided 
also,  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  of 
the  Said  Corporation,  shall  not  exceed  the  suni  of  three  tliousand 
dollars. 

And  be  it  fürt  her  enacted,  That  the  said  Society  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  for  ever  hereafter,  have  power  to  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
alter  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  they  shall  think  proper,  for  the 
election  of  their  officers ;  for  prescribing  their  respective  functions, 
aud  the  mode  of  discharging  the  same;  for  the  filling  up  of  va- 
cancies ;  for  the  admission  of  new  members ;  for  regulating  the  times 
and  places  of  meeting  of  the  said  Society ;  for  suspending  or  expel- 
ling  such  members  as  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  by- 
laws  or  regulations,  and  for  the  managing  or  directing  the  aifairs  and 
concerus  of  the  said  Society :  Provided,  That  such  by-laws  and  regu- 
lations be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or 
of  the  United  States. 

And  hc  itfurther  enaded,  That  the  officers  of  the  said  Society  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
seven  Assistents,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Society  may  judge 
necessary,  who  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the  resident 
members,  and  who  shall  continue  in  officefor  one  year,  or  until  others 
be  elected  in  their  stead ;  that  if  the  annual  election  shall  not  be 
held  at  any  of  the  days  for  that  purpose  appointed,  it  shall  be  law- 
fid  to  make  such  election  at  any  other  day,  and  that  thirteen  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  assembling  at  the  place  and  time  designated  for 
that  purpose,  by  any  by-law  or  regulation  of  the  Society,  shall  con- 
stitute  a  legal  meeting  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Board  of  Officers  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  exhibit  to  a  meeting  of  this  Society,  an  exact  ac- 
count  of  the  receijits  and  disbursemcnts  duriug  the  preceding  year.

Meyer,  the  Treasurer ;  and  John  W.  Schmidt,  Ja- 
cob Lorillard,  John  P.  Groshon,  Anthony  Steenback,  F.  W.  Geissen- 
hainer,  George  Meyer,  and  Philip  Hone,  tlie  Assistants;  severally  to 
be  the  first  officers  of  the  said  Corporation,  under  this  Act,  who  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  until  others  shall  he 
chosen  in  their  places. 

A7id  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  this  Act  be,  and  hereby  is  declared 
to  be  a  public  Act,  and  that  the  same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and 
places,  benigrily  and  favourably  for  every  benelicial  purpose  therein 
intended.

ARTICLE  I. — Of  tue  Direction. 
All  i'co-uhitions  and  resolutious,   as  well  as  tlie  business   of  tlie  So- 
ciety in  u'cneral,  sliall  be  carried  into  cffect  under  tlie  direction   of  a 
Board,   by   tlie  Otficers,  Physicians,   Visitors,   and  tlie  Agent  of  tlie 

Society. 

ARTICLE  IL— Of  tue  Boaud. 
The  l'oard  eomprises : 

Ist,  thirteen  Oflicers,  who  are  a  President,  a  First  and  a  Second 
Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  and  seven  Assistants  to  be  devided  into 
an  Ageney  Coinmittee  and  a  Coinmittee  on  Charity. 

2d,  two  Physicians,  and 

3d,  two  Visitors. 
The  Board  shall  meet  as  oftcn  as  tlic  business  niay  require,  but  a 
least  once  a  month,  and  in  order  to  form  a  quorum  at  such  meetings, 
the  presence  of  at  least  nine  members  shall  be  necessary.  The  Pre- 
sident, or  in  Ins  absence  the  First  Vice-President,  or  in  the  absence  of 
both  the  Second  Vice-President,  shall  be  the  chairman,  but  should 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  members  of  the  Board  so  meeting, 
shall  elect  a  chairman  for  the  direction  of  the  business  that  maj^  have 
to  be  transacted  at  such  meetings.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
pcrson  to  be  the  Agent  of  ihe  Society.

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those  mcmbers  who  reside  or  have  their  place  of  business  in  the  city 
of  New- York.  They  are  to  serve  for  one  year  and  to  be  elected  in 
the  foUowing  manner,  viz  : 

a.  Noniinations  of  such  meinbers  of  the  Society  as  are  willing  and 
competent  to  serve  as  officers,  are  to  be  made  to  the  Board  in 
writing,  not  later  than  foiir  weeks  before  the  stated  annual  meeting. 
h.  The  Board  shall  prepare,  Avith  due  regard  to  those  specially  no- 
minated,  a  printed  Hst  of  candidates.  Said  list  shall  contain  not 
less  than  twenty-six,  nor  more  than  thirty-nine  names,  and  shall 
be  distributed  among  the  inembers  present  at  the  meeting  ap- 
pointed  for  the  election  of  officers. 

c.  The  electors  shall  designate  on  the  printed  list  those  thirteen  can- 
didates, for  whose  admission  into  the  Board  of  Officers  they  in- 
tend  to  vote. 

d.  The  election  is  decided  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  and  in  casc  it 
should  appear,  that  two  or  more  of  the  candidates  highest  on 
the  list  shall  have  received  an  equal  number  of  votes,  so  as  to 
prcvent  the  choice  of  thirteen,  then  the  names  of  all  who  have  not 
received  a  clear  majority,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  old  Board  of 
Officers,  who  shall  choose  from  among  them  as  many  as  may  be 
required  to  complete  the  number  of  thirteen. 

e.  The  Officers  thus  elected,  shall  next  elect  from  among  themsel- 
ves,  the  President,  the  First  andSecond  Vice-Presidents,  the  First 
and  Second  Secretaries,  and  the  Treasurer,  and  at  this  election 
the  Physicians  and  Visitors  belonging  to  the  Board  (see  Articles 
X.  and  XL)  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  but  can  not  be  elected. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Of  the  President. 
The  President  shall  preside  in  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of 
the  Board  of  Officers.  Ile  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society, 
orof  the  Board,  when  he  shall  judge  it  proper,  or  when  applied  to  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Agency  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Charity,  or 
any  ten  members  of  the  Society,  and  give  timely  notice  thereof  to  the 
first  Secretary.  Ile  shall,  with  the  concurrcncc  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
Secretaries,  and  Treasurer,  or  any  one  of  them,  appoint  the  place  for 
holding  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Board,  provided  that 
the  same  be  not  done  by  a  resolution  of  the  Society  or  of  the  Board. 
He  sliall  sign  all  Orders  ou  the  Treasurer  from  the  Board  of  Officers,

ARTICLE  V. — Of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  his  duties  shall  devolve  on  the  First 
Vice-President,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  on  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent,  and  should  the  President  and  both  Vice-Presidents  be  absent  from 
the  city,  then  the  First  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Treasurer,  shall 
act  as  President  during  the  recess  of  the  Board. 

The  First  Vice-President  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  Agency 
Coniinittee,  and  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  ex  officio  chair- 
man of  the  Committe  on  Charity. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Of  tue  first  Secretary. 

The  First  Secretary  shall  keep  regulär  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Society  and  those  of  the  Board,  and  record  thera  in  the  proper 
Journals.  He  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  send  to  the  mem- 
bers and  Officers  notices  of  the  meetings,  cause  advertisements  to  be 
published  in  the  newspspers,  and  notify  the  Officers  and  newiy-elected 
members  oftheir  election,  and  Committees  of  their  appointment.  Ile 
shall  keep  the  seal  of  the  Society  and  make  out  the  diplomas  of  mem- 
bership,  as  well  as  all  other  documents.  The  diplomas,  wlien  made 
out,  he  has  to  deliver  to  the  Treasurer.  He^shall  keep  a  roll  of  the 
members.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  erase  from  the 
list  of  members  the  names  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  l)y  the  terms 
of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  have  forfeited  their  title  to  member- 
ship,  making  report  thereof  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII. — Of  the  second  Secretary. 
In  the  absence  of  the  First  Secretary,  the  duties  specified  in  the  pre- 
ceding.s  article  shall  devolve  on  the  Second  Secretary,   whose  duty  it 
shall  also  be  to  assist  the  First  Secretary  when  present. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— Of  the  Treasurer. 

Tlie  Treasurer  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
give  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  this  Corporation,  in  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  doUars,   conditioned  for  the  faithful  Performance  of  the

Ile  shall  receive  and  pay  all  moneys  be- 
longing  to  this  Societ),  and  shall  keep  a  true  and  regulär  aceount 
thereof.  He  shall,  at  each  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board, 
present  an  abstract  of  his  accounts,  stating  the  suni  received  and  ex- 
pended  since  the  previous  meeting,  specifying  the  cash  in  band,  and 
•what  niay  become  due  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  or  So- 
ciety. He  shall  pay  no  moneys  except  npon  an  order  from  the  Pre- 
sident, or  presiding  Officer,  or  Board  of  Officers.  And  as  the  charter 
of  this  Society  reqnires,  that  "the  Board  of  Officers  shall,  at  least 
once  in  evcry  year,  exhibit  to  a  meeting  of  this  Society  an  exact  ac- 
eount of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  preceding  year;" 
it  shall  he  the  duty  of  Treasurer  to  have  such  exhibit  prepared  for  the 
inspection  of  the  Board  previous  to  the  Anniversary  of  the  Society, 
lipon  reeeiving  the  Initiation  fee  of  a  new  member,  he  shall  givc  a  diplo- 
ma,  with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  annexed,  as  the  receipt  for  the  pay- 
ment  of  the  said  fee,  and  as  a  certificate  of  membership,  and  title  to 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  this  Society. 

Any  Investments  of  the  Society  on  bond  and  mortgage,  in  Bank 
Stocks,  Insurance  Stocks,  Corporation,  State,  or  other  bonds  shall  be 
made  and  entered  in  the  name  of  the  German  Society,  as  heretofore  ; 
but  shall  be  transferable  only  by  the  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secre- 
taries,  jointly  ;  and  this  condition  shall  be  inserted  in  the  certificates  of 
stock. 

In  case  of  resignation  or  removal  from  office,   the  Treasurer,   shall 
fdithfully   deliver  all  moneys  and  effects  belonging  to   the  Society, 
within  ten  days,  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  or  to   the  presiding 
■■"Officer  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  IX.— Of  the  Assistants. 

From  the  Assistants  of  the  15oard,  "who  shall  be  present  at  all  tho 
meetiugs  of  the  same,  there  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Session  of 
the  Board,  an  Agnicy  Commlttce  and  a  Committee  on  Charity. 

The  Agency-Committee,  whose  chairman  is  the  first  Vice-President,

The  Committee  on  Charity,  whose  Chairman  is  the  second  Vice- 
President  ex-oß.cio,  shall  consider  the  application  for  assistance  of 
ihose  persons  that  may  be  recoinmended  to  them  by  the  Visitors  or 
the  A2;ent  of  the  Society,  and  they  may,  at  their  discretion,  present  an 
indio-eut  individual  with  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  and  an  in- 
dig-ent  family  with  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  dollars,  or  purchase  ne- 
cessaries  for  them  to  that  amount.  Should  there  be  cases  requiring 
and  deserving  any  greater  assistance  from  the  Society,  the  Committee 
shall  report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting,  and  take  the  Orders  of  the 
Board  for  their  further  direction.  The  Committee  shall  report  all  do- 
uations  and  expenses  to  the  Board  of  Officers  at  their  next  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X.— Of  the  Physicians. 

Every  regulär  German  Physician  practising  in  the  city  of  New- 
York  and  its  environs,  shall  be  requested  to  assist  the  Society  as  Phy- 
sician for  the  furtherance  of  their  objects.  Those  German  Physicians 
complying  with  this  request,  shall  agree  among  themselves  about  the 
districts,  for  which  they  are  willing  to  render  medical  assistance  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Society,  and  a  printed  list  of  such  districts  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  published.  The  Physicians  engage  to  render  medical 
assistance  in  all  cases  where  the  same  may  be  applied  for  by  sick  Ger- 
mans  of  their  district,  or  by  the  Visitors,  or  the  Agent  of  the  Society 
in  bohalf  of  such  sick  persons. 

All  medical  matters  are  subject  to  their  consideration  and  decision, 
and  they  shall  elect,  every  year  pi-evious  to  the  General  Annual  Meet- 
ing two  Physicians  from  among  themselves,  who,  for  the  next  year 
shall  be  mcmbers  of  the  Board,  and  who  shall  be  present  at  the  Meet- 
ings thereof,  and  report  on  all  medical  regulations  and  decisions,  made 
by  the  Physicians  belonging  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XL— Of  the  Visitors. 

Those  members  that  are  willing  to  investigate  the  applications 
made  to  the  Society  by  indigent  Gerraans,  and  engage  to  act  in  that 
capacity  for  at  least  one  year,  form  a  separate  Association,  they  elect

Tlie  latter  sliall 
elect,  previous  to  tlie  General  Annual  Meeting,  two  of  tlieir  members, 
who,  for  the  next  year  shall  be  meuibers  of  the  Board,  and  as  such 
shall  be  present  at  the  Meetings  of  the  same,  and  subniit  all  necessary 
reports  to  the  Board.  The  result  of  such  election,  as  Avell  as  any 
change  in  the  persons  of  the  Visitors,  shall  be  conimunicated  fortli- 
with  to  the  Board,  ■\vhicli  froiu  time  to  time  shall  publish  printed  lists 
of  such  Visitors  according  to  tlieir  districts,  and  at  the  General  Meet- 
ing call  upon  the  members  of  the  Society  to  co-operate  as  much  as 
possible  with  the  Visitoi-s  in  tlieir  benevolent  pursuits,  The  Board 
has  to  band  to  each  Visitor,  Avhen  entering  upon  bis  duties,  a  book 
referring  to  cases  of  assistance  asked  and  reudered,  and  in  wliich  the 
Visitors  shall  enter,  linder  the  separate  headings,  the  result  of  their 
investigations,  concerning  the  condition  of  the  persons  applying  for 
aid.  To  such  persons  tliey  shall  give  for  tlieir  Identification,  an  extract 
of  the  results  of  their  investigation,  to  entitle  them  to  assistance  from 
the  paying  Officer.  Tliose  in  quest  of  woi'k  or  workmen,  shall  be  di- 
rected  by  the  Visitors  to  the  Agent  of  the  Society. 

Every  Visitors  shall  receive  monthly  an  abstract  from  the  books  of 
disbursements,  containing  the  names  of  the  poors  of  bis  district  who 
have  received  assistance  during  the  last  month,  as  Avell  as  the  amount 
of  the  same.  The  sick  poor  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Visitors  to 
the  care  of  the  Physicians  acting  for  the  district  in  question. 


ARTICLE  XII.— Of  the  Agent. 

The  Agent  shall  attend  at  the  office  of  the  Society  every  day  exccpt 
Sunday,  at  such  hours  as  the  Agency  Committee  may  direct.  He 
shall  receive  all  applications  for  assistance,  shall  inquire  into  the  cir- 
cumstances,  character  and  views  of  German  emigrants,  and  of  poor 
or  distressed  Gennans  and  their  descendants,  particularly  widows 
and  orplians,  and  resident  members  and  their  families,  -vvho  may  be 
in  indiirence  and  distress;  he  shall  ausist  them  by  his  advice,  direct 
them  for  pecuniary  assistance  or  medical  aid,  to  the  respective  Visitors

He  shall  give  German 
eniigrants,  as  fav  as  possible,  bis  advice  and  assistance.  He  shall  keep 
correct  accounts  respecting  tbose  wbo  receive  any  kind  of  assistance 
from  tlie  Society,  as  well  as  respecting  workmen  and  those  in  quest 
of  work  ;  and,  in  general,  he  shall  strictly  attend  to  all  duties  impo- 
sed  lipon  bim  by  the  instructions  tbat  are  given  or  niay  be  given  by 
the  Board,  and  especially  by  the  Agency  Conimittee. 

ARTICLE  XIII.— Of  Vacancies. 

Any  vacancy  which  may  happen  among  the  Officers  of  this  So- 
ciety, shall  be  fiUed  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  and  until  the  next 
election,  by  the  Board  of  Officers,  provided  that  the  appointment  to 
fill  a  vacancy  be  sanctioned  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Officers  pre- 
sent  at  a  regulär  meeting. 


ARTICLE  XIV. — Or  the  Board  of  CouNCEiLORS. 

There  shall  also  be  a  board  of  councellors,  to  consist  of  the  Ex-Pre- 
sidcnts  of  the  Society,  not  at  the  time  members  of  the  Board,  to 
wliich  may  be  referred  for  consiiltation  and  ^dvlce  all  questions  tlxat 
may  from  time  to  time  arise  and  in  the  decision  of  which  the  Society 
may  iu  any  way  be  interested. 


ARTICLE  XV.— Of  the  Members. 

None  but  Germans,  their  descendants,  or  the  connexions  of  either, 
by  birth  or  marriage,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  vSociety. 

If  a  person  is  desirous  of  becoming  a  member  of  this  Society,  lie 
must  be  proposed  either  in  the  Board  or  in  the  Society  at  a  regulär 
meeting,  and  his  name,  profession,  or  occupation  and  residence,  toge- 
ther  with  the  names  of  the  members  who  nominated  the  candidate,. 
must  be  entered  on  the  minutes.  The  Secretary  shall  then  read  these 
minutes  aloud,  and,  if  no  objection  be  raised,  the  proposed  person 
shall  be  l)allottcd  for  at  once ;  but  if  there  be  objection,  the  election 
shall  be  deferred  until  the  next  regulär  meeting  either  of  the  Board 
or  of  the  Society.

If  an  eleciion  for  a  new  meinber  take  place  at  a  Meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  one-tliird  of  all  the  votes  appear  against  a  eandidate,  or  if 
at  an  election  for  a  new  member  held  in  the  Board,  two  negative  vo- 
tes appear,  the  eandidate  shall  not  be  adniitted. 

Every  person  who  has  been  regularly  elected,  shall,  whitin  thirty 
days  after  bis  election,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  the  sum  of 
live  doUars,  as  the  fee  of  admission,  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  receipt  of  a  diploma.  And  when  a  member  elect  shall  have  paid 
the  admission  fee,  and  accepted  the  diploma,  he.  shall  be  considered 
as  a  regulär  member,  having  thereby  declared  his  readiness  to  con- 
form  to  the  Charter,  By-Laws,  and  regulations  of  this  Society. 

Every  member  shall  contribute,  annually,  to  the  funds  of  the  So- 
ciet}^,  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five  dollars ;  nevertheless,  it  shall  be 
optional  with  any  newly-elected  member  to  compromise  for  such  an- 
nual  contributions,  by  paying  along  with  the  admission  fee,  the  sum 
of  thirty-five  dollars. 

Any  member  becoming  reduced  in  his  circumstances,  shall,  on  in- 
forming  the  Secretary  of  his  inability  to  pay  his  annual  contributions, 
be  excused  from  the  payment  thereof,  while  his  inability  continues. 

If  a  majority  of  all  the  members  present  at  any  General  or  Spe- 
cial meeting  of  the  Society,  shall  vote  for  the  expulsion  of  a  member, 
his  name  shall  he  erased ;  and  he  shall  never  afterwards  be  admitted 
to  attend  any  meeting  of  the  Society,  unless  again  elected  by  ballot 
as  in  the  first  instance. 

A  list  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  printed  annually,  con- 
taining  their  names,  residence  and  occupatiou  ;  and  this  listj  shall  be 
handed  to  each  member  at  the  time  he  is  called  upon  for  his  annual 
contribution.  It  is  expected  that  by  this  means  the  members  may 
become  more  known  to  each  other,  and  that  they  may  thus  be  enabled 
to  assist  each  other  in  their  respective  occupations. 


ARTICLE  XVI. — Of  the  Meetings  of  tue  Society. 

The  Society  shall  hold  an  Annual  Meeting  on  the  twenty-second 
day  of  February,  to  elect  Officers,  receive  reports,  and  to  attend  to 
such  other  business  as  may  be  brought  before  the  Society.

And  sliould  no  election  for  OfRcers  take  place  on  the  twenty-ßecond 
day  of  February,  or  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  March,  the  time  of 
the  election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Officers,  and  due  notice  thereof 
shall  be  giv^en  to  the  members  of  the  Society. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special  Meeting  previous  to  the 
Anniversary,  the  Society  shall  appoint  an  Auditing  Committee. 

After  the  transaction  of  the  regulär  business,  the  sense  of  the  meet- 
ing  shall  be  taken  as  to  the  expediency  of  celebrating  the  Society's 
Anniversary  in  a  social  manner ;  and  if  the  meeting  decide  in  favour 
of  such  celebration,  they  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of  Arrangements. 

Special  Meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  called  whenever  the  pres- 
iding  Officer,  the  Agency  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Charity, 
shall  deem  it  proper,  or  whenever  ten  members  of  the  Society  may 
call  upon  the  Chairraan  of  the  Board  for  them. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  or  Vice-President,  the  Society  shall 
appoint  a  Chairman  j^t^o  tempore. 


ARTICLE  XVII. — Of  tue  Order  of  Business. 

At  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  following  order  shall  be  ob- 
served : — 

1.  If,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  any  of  the  Clergy,  belonging 
to  the  Society,  are  present,  the  President  shall  request  that  the  meet- 
ing be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  Society  at  their  last  meeting  and 
those  of  the  intervening  meetings  of  the  Officers. 

3.  Proposing  of  candidates. 

4.  Ballotting  for  candidates. 

5.  Discussion  of  such  subjects  as  may  be  proposed  by  the  President, 
the  Board  of  Officers,  the  Committees,  or  by  any  individual  member.

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ARTICLE  XVIII.— -Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  members,  not  being  Officers. 
tt  is  tlieir  duty  to  exainine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
and  Secretaiy,  and  to  make  report  to  the  Society  at  the  Aunuul 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE    XIX. — Of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements. 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  shall  endeavour  to  raise  by  siib- 
scription  among  the  members  of  the  Society,  a  siim  sufficient  for  de- 
fraying  the  expenses  of  celebrating  the  Society's  Anniversary  in  a 
social  mainier.  And  should  the  amoiint  contributed  by  voluntary 
subscription  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  expenses  to  be  incurred,  then 
the  said  Committee  shall  form  a  plan  of  celebration ;  and  if  the  same 
be  approved  of  by  the  Board,  the  Committee  shall  attend  to  all  the 
requisite  avrangements. 

ARTICLE   XX. — Of  the  Appointmknt  of  Committees. 

All  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding  Officcr,  and 
appointed  by  a  vote  of  the  meeting,  whether  of  the  Board  or  Society, 
in  which  the  nomination  is  made. 

ARTICLE    XXI. — Of  Alterations  in  the  By-Laws. 

Additions  to,  or  alterations  of,  the  preceding  By-Laws  require  the 
action  of  General  Meetings  of  the  Society,  and  the  presence  of  a  least 
fifty-one  members.  The  notices  for  General  Meetings,  in  which  alter- 
ation  of,  or  additions  to  the  By-Laws  are  intended  to  be  moved,  shall 
be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  four  weeks  previous  to  the  day  ap- 
pointed, and  must  indicate  the  proposed  alterations  or  additions.
